30 or 40 riders. Your bus will 
be oblong, completely en- 
closed with glass, and heavily 
insulated to muffle the noise 
of the motor above. Your heli- 
bus will rise slowly, angling 
slightly, to 1,000 or 2,000 feet, 
and you will have the same 
sensation as going up in an 
elevator, In the air it will 
move along at a lazy speed 
around 100 miles per hour.
